Oanea, March IS. — The admirals of 
the combined fleets in Cretan waters 
yesterday made a formal- proclamation 
of the intentions of the great powers. It 
announces that the powers have irrevoc 
ably decided to secure complete auton- 
omy for Crete under the Bultan's suzer- 
ainty, but they are interested before nil 
elte to remedy and prevent the 
ills which have desolated the isl- 
and. They have therefore agreed 
upon measures intended to regu- 
late the administration of an autono- 
mous regime, to restore peace and order, 
and guarantee everyone, without dis- 
tinction of race, religion and liberty, se- 
curity of property, resumption of hus- 
bandry and industries, and development 
of the resources of the country. 

" Such," continues the proclamation, 
" is tho aim of the powers. They believe 
this language will be understood by all, 
and that a new era is about to open for 
Crete. Let all lay down their arms; 
The powers desire peace and ;order, and 
need authority to enforce their decisions. 
Tiiey count on the assistance of all the 
inhabitants of Crete, Christians and 
Mussulmans, in order to accomplish a 
work which promises to assure peace and 
prosperity to the Cretans." 

The Austrian gunboat Salomon fired 
upon and sank near Candia a Li cek 
vessel loaded with provisions and tniir'i- 
tions of war for the Greek forces in 
Crete. The Salonica, while watchi 
tho Greek ship, was lired on by a par! 
of insurgents. To tliiB the Austrian 
warship replied by sinking the Greek 
craft and driving off the insurgents. It 
is feared that this news will serve to 
greally irritate the people, and may 
have the inflnence of precipitating the 
crisis. 

Athens, March 18.— Yesterday was the 
usual day of the week for the interchange 
of courtesies between members oi the 
diplomatic corps in. Athens. Mr. Eger- 
ton, the British minister to Greece, was 
the only member of the corps, who called 
on M. Skouses, the Greek minister of 
foreign affairs. Of late the othera have 
avofded calling upon him. 

According to rumors circulating hero, 
Col. VaSBOS, commander of tho Greek 
army of occupation, has been ordered to 
oppose the landing of the foreign troops 
now on tho way to Crete. Advices from 
Arta, on the Greek Irontier, shows that 
the privations of the Turks there are so 
severe that some are deserting u the 
Greek camp. The Turks at J'revesa, 
Epirus, are arming in consequence of a 
conflict provoked by the Greek soldiers 
belonging to the garrison at Actum. 

Turkish troops are occupying several 
posts on the Servian irontier. Batter- 
ies at Arta are being constructed under 
the direction and from the plans of Ger- 
man ollicers. It is reported in military 
circles that liussia is about to land troops 
on the coast of Macedonia. The newB 
that the Servian army reserves are be- 
ing mobilized is causing 'anxiety among 
the Turkish military authorities at 
Salonica. 

Pakis, March 18. — It is reported here 
that Prince Henry of Orleans will be 
offered the position of governor of Crete. 

Constantinople, March IS. — Officials 
of the Russian embassy here have noti- 
fied the Turkish government that a Rus- 
sian transport, having on board troops 
intended to form the contingent from 
Russia for the occupation of the island 
of Crete, according to the programme 
drawn up by the admirals, will shortly 
pass through the Dardanelles. The em- 
bassies of the other powers have not 
raised any objections to this proceeding, 
although by treaty tho straits are closed 
to warships of foreign nations. A huge 
number oi Greek army reserve men and 
volunteers are leaving here for Athens. 

London, March IS. — The secretary of 
the Byron society'has had a telegram 
from Athens stating that the Sultan, de- 
siring to preserve peace, has offered to 
withdraw the Turkish garrison from 
Crete and to assign tho island to King 
George to be occupied and administered 
by Greece, with a recognition of tho im- 
perial suzerainty of the Sultan taking 
the form of an annual tribute. The tele- 
gram states that these terms a*e entirely 
agreeable to the Hellenic cabinet as well' 
as to the Cretan Mohammedans, who 
prefer annexation to autonomy. 

Siua, Crete, March IS.— in conse- 
quence of an attack made by Cretan 
Christians upon a number of foreign offi- 
cers, the commanders of tho British, 
French and ltalian warships have noti- 
ced the insurgents of their intentions to 
bombard Thursday the village not far 
from Silia, where the attack was made. 

London, March 18.— A dispatch to the 
London Times from Athens says a strict 
blocade of Crete began yesterday (Wed- 
nesday), Apparently there will be no 
blockade of Greek ports for Borne time to 
come. Insurgents on the island are 
building fortifications at various strate- 
gic points under the direction of Greek 
ollicers.

ARBITRATION DENOUNCED. 

Senator Morgan Says "There ib no Danger 
of a Misunderstanding of a Serious 
Nature." 

Washington, March 18.— When the 
Benate went into executive session to 
day the arbitration treaty was reported. 
Senator Morgan continued his statement 
in opposition to the treaty on the ground 
that it was un-American, and more 
than once made the point that 
it was the work of the titled 
aristocracy of Great Britain. " There is 
no danger of a misunderstanding of a 



Vernon Ilarcourt on the Policy the 
Liberals Would Be Prepared 
to Pursue. 



Canka, March IS.— It is undetstood 
that the admirals "will compel the Greek 
warship Pinios to leave Cretan waters 
to-morrow. Col. Vassos is gathering 
great quantities of provisions together at 
his new camp at Sphakia, which is situ- 
ated in one of the most mountainous and 
inaccessible portions of the island. The 
Greek commander is showing no signs of 
any intention of evacuating tho island, 
and consequently it is believed he haB 
received orders to remain in spite of the 
opposition of the powers. 

Admirals of foreign fleets in these 
waters have telegraphed to their respec- 
'"'.*e ambassadors' at Constantinople, 
notifying them of the blockade of the 
island of C' ate. Warships will be sent 
to tour the island and give the mayors 
of the chief ports copies of the proclam- 
ation of autonomy and the announce- 
ment of the blockade. There were sharp 
engagements between the Turks and 
Cretans outside of Retimo this morn- 
ing. 

In the Boule at Athens this afternoon 
M. SkouseB, the Greek minister of for- 
eign affairs, announced that tho foreign 
admirals had proclaimed the blockade of 
Crete to begin next Sumlay morning at 
8 o'ciock. Under its terms no Greek 
vps=fil8 would be allowed to enter Cretan 
porta. 

The foreign troops who are to consti- 
tute the occupying force of the powers 
have been located as follows : The French 
will occupy Silia and Spinalonge; the 
British, Candia; the Russians, Retimo; 
and the Germans, Canea and Suda Bay, 

The Russian commander has already 
notitied the governor of Retimo of his 
intention to land 300 troops. The Greek 
warship Pienos is still here. The Cretans 
declare that before accepting autonomy 
they must know the details of the 
scheme. 

A great sensation has been caused by 
the appointment of Museim Pasha as 
vale. Museim Pasha was the minister 
of police during the massacre of the Ar- 
menians at Constantinople. His ap- 
pointment is regarded as a sign that the 
palace policy of the Sultan is to be con- 
tinued. 

Nonwrcn, Eng., March IS. — Speaking 
at a meeting of the National Liberal 
Federation here this evening Sir William 
Vernon Ilarcourt, Liberal leader in the 
House of CommonB, said he hoped the 
opinions collected at the meeting of that 
organization yesterday evening would be 
taken as samples of the policy the 
Liberals were prepared to pursue in this 
great crisis of the reputation of the Eng- 
lish nation. The speaker added that he 
had carried a musket "in the gloriotiB 
fight waged against Lord Beaconsfield 
from 1S70 to 1S7S," and was ready to re- 
fight the battle. Continuing, Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt said that the recol- 
lections of tho fight of that day would 
sustain I he Liberals of to-day in main- 
taining the only policy consistent with 
the honor ami fame of England. 



NEWS OF THE DOMINION. 

(Special to the Colonist.) 
Rainy Fiver Railway. 

Toronto, March IS. — A large delega- 
tion of citizens of Toronto, Kingston, 
Rat Portage, Fort William, Port Arthur 
and other places have petitioned the 
Ontario government to subsidize the 
Rainy River railway to the extent of 
$5,000 per mile for 150 miles. Premier 
Hardy promised its consideration and 
said some of his colleagues wore con- 
vinced of the necessity of the road. 

To Avoid Death Duties. 

Toronto, March 18.— The will of the 
late James Austin, president of tho Do- 
minion Bank, shows an estate of $71,009. 
The deceased gave away the greater part 
of his fortune before his death in order 
to avoid the death dutieB. 

Bonaventure Election. 

Montreal, March 18.— Le Monde at- 
tributes tho result in Bonaventure to 
tho use mnde of tho Baio des Chaleura 
railway and the presence of a large Eng- 
lish population. The Manitoba school 
question had little interest for the elec- 
tors in that distant part of the country. 



A diBnatch from Lloyds' agent at Brest 
sayB it is feared that the Dutch mail 
steamer Utrecht, which sailed from Rot- 
terdam Feb. 28, for Batavia, Java, has 
foundered and that the hundred persons 
she had on board were lost. The wreck- 
age cast ashore at that place a week ago 
includes photographs of the officers of 
the steamer and a number of lifebuoys 
pnd cabin doors bearing the name 
Utrecht.

Ottawa, March 18. — The drafts of sev- 
eral measures have been under consider- 
ation by the Cabinet to-day, among 
them a hill to restore tho department of 
customs and inland revenue to their old 
status as independent departments, and 
to make controllers " full-fledged minis- 
ters." In July Hon. Mr. Laurier gave a 
pledge to Hon. Mr. Paterson that this 
should be done the coming session.

Gladstone Unsparingly Arraigns the 
Powers for Existing- Condi- 
tions in Europe. 



De Blowitz Explains Turko-Ruasian 
Relations— The Cretan Busi- 
ness Not Settled. 



London, March 18. — There will be 
published tomorrow by John Murray a 
sixteen page pamphlet in the form of a 
letter from the Rt. Hon. W. E. Glad- 
stone, under date of March 13, to the 
Duke of Westminster. It furnishes re- 
markable evidence of Mr. Gladstone's 
mental activity and interest in the poli- 
tical situation. 

The letter begins by saying: "My am- 
bition is for rest and peace alone, hut ev- 
ery grain of sand is a part of the sea- 
shore, and, connected as I have been for 
nearly half a century with the Eastern 
question, I feel that inclination does not 
suffice to jgatify silence." 

The letter then proceeds to review 
cventB from the beginning of the Armen- 
ian massacres, and unsparingly arraigns 
the powers. Referring to his attempt in 
1SS0 to establish a concert in Europe, 
Mr. Gladstone says: "We eoon dis- 
covered that for several of the powers a 
concert bore a signiticance totally at 
variance with that which we attached to 
it. At present the powers have no com- 
mon purposes to bind them together. 
But what is worse than all, this pretend- 
ed and ineffectual co-operation of gov- 
ernments is to sliut out other people. 
From this mischief we are now suffer- 
ing." 

New York, March 18. — Undw the 
heading " Is Europe on the Brink of 
War? " the World this morning pub- 
lishes a signed copyright cable from 
Paris, written by M. de Blowitz. The 
article sayB : 

' More than once it has been said that 
Russian influence at Constantinople was 
due to the fact that RusBia guaranteed 
Abdul Ham id his throne. This version 
is very nearly the true one, but not the 
whole truth and exact truth. 

"To guarantee the throne ia not only 
a narrow and vague formula, but also a 
rash one, for the upsetting of the throne 
is usually the work of dometic, internal 
disintegration ngajnst which external 
action or intervention is often belated, 
more often still both powerless and dan- 
gerous. Such an engagement is distinctly 
opposed to tho usual definite and posi- 
tive policy of Russia. 

" The engagement which Russia has 
taken, according to the most authorita- 
tive sources— to which it bound itself 
even some time ago — is to guarantee the 
' integrity of the Ottoman empire.' 
These obligations consist in defending 
the integrity, not only by influence, but 
by diplomacy, by moral suasion ; also by 
force, by land and sea power. 

" The rights consist of its taking care 
of this integrity when menaced or com- 
promised by eventual strategic or even 
preventive measures, in occupying 
points judged to bo strategically neces- 
sary on land and sea, and assuring itself 
of certain compensations, all the more 
menacing Decause quite unknown. 

" Such are tho bonds -uniting Russia 
and Turkey." 

In conclusion M. de Blowitz says: 
" Europe, however, I am convinced, will 
finally triumph owing to the danger in 
which its rune. But Colonel Vossob can 
prolong the danger and disturb tho quiet 
of Europe. For this reason we must not 
be in too great a hurry to think the 
Cretan business settled. 

"In any case to hasten tho solution 
Greece must not be allowed to interfere 
with the powers; it can only create 
dangers."

When 
the name of the winner of the Derby 
is known in all the principal points 
of the United StateB a quarter of a 
minuet after the contest is over, wlien 
the result of an international yacht race 
with three relays is announced in Glas- 
gow 44 seconds after the winner sails 
across the finish line in New York's 
lower bay, it seema as though the prac- 
tical annihilation of time was accom- 
plished. But the men who spend their 
time in trying to improve the telegraphic 
service have not been satisfied with thest: 
astonishing records, and have tried to 
drive the time limit Btill nearer the 
vanishing point. As a result of their 
eilorts it may be said that the number 
of relay points have been reduced to a 
minimum, and that if time will not wait 
for any man it will at least almost stand 
Btill sometime. 

The fastest service, botli in public and 
private wire work of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, has regularly been 
between the great exchanges of the 
country, viz., New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis," Boston and New Orleans, and 
also soma smaller cities where business 
interests are not so heavy. Especially 
is this noted between the Stock and 
Produce Exchanges of New York and 
Chicago. This has been so principally 
because of the millions of dollars an- 
nually invested therein, which hinge on 
the momentary fluctuation of the mar- 
ket, and consequently demand the fast- 
est service that can possibly be equipped 
and arranged for regardless of expense. 

The limit, for the time being at least, 
has now been reached by an improve- 
ment which was recently made in the 
connection between the Produce Ex- 
changes have for a long time been con- 
nected by direct wires, so that only a 
few secpnde were consumed in Bending 
information from one to the other. Some 
time ago, however, the Western Union's 
manager in New York auggeated that 
time might be saved in sending quo- 
tations if a telegraph apparatus was 
set up in the wheat pit itself. This 
meant saving a trip of perhaps fifteen 
feet between the wheat pit and the tele- 
graphic booth, but in slicing off seconds 
one must cut exceedingly thin, and even 
the smallest things have to be taken in- 
to account. The change brought about 
by the adoption of this suggestion may 
best be observed by taking a peep into 
the New York Produce Exchange, foi 
instance, at the opening of business. 

At one side of the circle known aa the 
wheat pit standa a high box, which looka 
like an old-fashioned pulpit, and in 
which two men are sitting. In front of 
one of them is a telegraph instrument, 
the wire from which runs directly to the 
floor of the Chicago exchange; before 
the other is a set of keys, controlling the 
big indicator at the end of the room, 
which announces at every moment of 
the day the ruling price of wheat on the 
floor of the exchange. Aa Boon 
as the first bid is offered, before 
the eound of the man's voice can travel 
across the floor of the exchange, the 
operator in the pulpit pressea one of his 
keys, and the big indicator on the dial 
flies around to the figures named in the 
first transaction. In the Becond, while 
we have been watching the performance 
the "reporter," who has been standing 
just below the pulpit among the brokers, 
has scratched the same figures on a yel- 
low slip, has passed this sheet up to 
the man above him, and the opening 
price in New York is written in a light- 
ning flash at the Chicago end of the 
wire. 

The booth in which the wire termin- 
ates on the floor of the Chicago Ex- 
change ia at one side of the room, next 
to the blackboard on which the New 
York quotations are displayed. The 
slip on which the message ia received is 
banded directly to the man at the 
board, who chalks down the figures 
with the speed that long practice has 
given him. The whole transaction oc- 
cupies perhaps live seconds, and is re- 
peated ever}' time a fresh transaction is 
made throughout the day. The differ- 
ence between the time it takes the mes- 
sage to travel across the floor of the New 
York Exchange, less than 100 feet, and 
to Chicago, 1,000 miles away, is so 
alight that the announcement may be 
said to be made simultaneously in both 
places. This renresents the perfection 
of telegraphic communication as carried 
on at present. 

It is quite true, also, that a message 
may be sent and an answer received 
through the private oflices on the il'iora 
of these Exchanges, where leased wires 
are had, more quickly than through the 
public telegraph ofliceB. It is a matter 
of record that a message has been sent 
from New York to Chicago, delivered to 
a broker on the iloor of the Exchange 
and an answer returned to the sender in 
New York, all in thirty aeconds. In 
fact this has been done several times. 

The New York manager of the West- 
ern Union ia authority for the state- 
ment, that in sending the thousands of 
messages which travel back and forth 
between the two Exchanges over the 
public wires the average time between 
receiving a meaaage and delivering its 
answer is not more than two minutea 
and one-half. It is an interesting fact, 
that if a New York business man Bends 
two messages at the same time, one ad- 
dressed to the uptown district of his 
own city, and the other to the business 
part of Chicago, or any of the great 
cities, the chances are that the second 
message will reach its destination first. 
The reason for tliia is simply that the 
facilities for Bending the second message 
ani better than for the first. 

Of course in accomplishing the quick 
work which has been described the com- 
pleteness of the connection is not the 
only factor, though it is very important. I 
The operators employed in this work are 
all men who have been carefully picked j 
from the most skillful operators in the I 
fcei vice of the company, the transmitters 



and receivers are of the latest patterns, 
and every precaution ia used to secure 
accuracy and speed, .where the slightest 
deficiency in either may mean the loss 
of thousands. 

Of late years the vast business inter- 
ests between the Atlantic and the Pacific 
coast cities have greatly increated. This 
necessitated more direct communication 
with New Y'ork and San Francisco, 
which waB done by replacing iron tele- 
graph wires with copper, and doing 
away with several of the relay, stations, 
thus forming a direct land route by tele- 
graph from the Taciflc to the Atlantic, 
and enabling a bulletin on anything of 
interest that happens here to be flashed 
across the continent in ten seconda time. 



BRITISH CAPITAL AWAKES. 

Important Article on British Columbia 
Mines in an Influential *London 
Mining Journal. 

The following extract from an article 
in the Mining Journal and Railway and 
Commercial Gazette, of London, Eng- 
land, is particularly important as show- 
ing the attention which British Colum- 
bia promises to receive shortly from 
English capitalists. It is under the cap- 
tion of " British Columbia." The Min- 
ing Journal aayB : 

The "boom "in British Columbia is 
approaching. At least that is the opin- 
ion of most people. We do not, neither 
do they, dogmatize, for in these electric 
times, when every morning startling 
news of some kind excites us, and an- 
other crisis threatens the peace of Eur- 
ope, it would bo folly confidently to pre- 
dict the course of public investment 
and speculation. But whether it. 
come early or late, it is bound to 
come. It is quite time that the at 
tention of British capitalists was at 
traded to this rich and highly promis 
ing gold field. It has taken a very vast 
amount of time and a vast amount of 
energy to hammer into the heads of the 
public the fact that British Columbia as 
a gold field possesses claims second to 
none in the whole of our empire. As 
far back as 1892 we endeavored to en- 
lighten them on this important matter, 
and onward since that year, until the 
present moment, we have published 
articles, which, collected together, 
would fill many goodly sized vol- 
umes. But it is only lately that in- 
vestors have been aroused by our trum- 
pet calls, and, like persons suddenly 
awakened out of a heavy alumbor, they 
are half-dazedly and excitedly rushing 
about endeavoring to make up for the 
time they have so wantonly wasted 
British capital has, therefore, at this 
late time of day, begun to flow into this 
most promising of gold fields. It is, 
however, but a feeble, trickling stream, 
wriggling along to find its destined 
course, in fear lest a long drouth 
might dry it up forever. There ia such 
a fear, of course, but happily, the out- 
look is more promising for a wet season, 
when it will swell into a roaring tor- 
rent, and ultimately become a ateady 
flowing river. Thus, in figurative lan- 
guage, in which Chairmen at company 
meetings are so fond of indulging, may 
we forecast the future career of public 
investment, with much hope that the 
dream will not he unrealized. It would 
be Bomewbat of the nature of a calam- 
ity if the great churns of British Colum- 
bia were any longer ignored. Those ex- 
perts and capitalists who have lately 
visited the field, to make acquaintance 
with its merits by personal examination, 
have been greatly impressed with its 
wonderful richness, and have returned 
to this country confirmed enthusiasts. 
Their opinions fully endorse • every 
word we have written in theBe 
columns for many years past, and their 
admiration is mixed with wandermeut 
that the field has so long lain in un- 
merited obscurity. We may pat our 
selves on the back for having been the 
first to force public attention in this di- 
rection. Wo led the way, and, though 
some attempted to follow, they soon be- 
came dispirited because otherB would 
not follow them, and they quickiy 
turned back. Even a great many of 
our own renders, Btrange to Bay, were 
skeptical, because, probably, they saw 
we had no numerous following. But 
our day of success Iirb at last arrived, 
and now, amongst the thousands who 
looked on Britisti Columbia with con- 
tempt, it would he difficult to (in<l one 
who is not impressed with the excep- 
tional richness of the field, and its re- 
sources ;for economical working. Thus 
every one is now awaiting the " boom," 
and is expecting its early advent. But 
'a "boom" ia accompanied by many 
dangers. It is synonymous with excite- 
ment, in the whir! of which judgment is 
obscured and reason silenced. When 
investors are convinced of the richness 
of a gold field they run away with the 
idea that every mine that is offered 
them has an assured future and will 
pay them colossal dividends. That this 
is erroneous, experience unhappily de- 
monstrates, and further hitter fruit is 
yet to be gathered and eaten as the crop 
of recent blind investment. We would 
solemnly caution our readers there- 
fore, when the "boom" is on to 
remain calm, and to exercise discretion 
and judgment when properties are of- 
fered them. Swindles by the score will 
be advertised by promoters who make 
their fortunes in these times of excite- 
ment, while gutter rags will spring into 
'myriad existence, ostensibly to guide 
investors, but really to assist in rob- 
bing them, and to fatten upon their 
losses. It is of this noisome, poisonous 
growth that the pub.ie must beware, 
for the object of their ephemeral exist- 
ence ia to praise those companies adver- 
tised in their pages, and to denounce as 
swindles those which are not.

QUESNELLE. 
Qu ksnei.le, March Pi. — Captain 
Elack, representing the Consolidated 
and the Caledonia Mining Associations, 
left Quesnelle on the Pith instant with 
twenty-six men for the Omenica mines. 
'These mines are very rich, and are situ- 
ated on the Arctic slope, at the head- 
waters of the Peace river. Captain 
Black visited these mines twice last 
year, and has large supplies there. 
Twelve thousand pounds of hydraulic 
machinery are lying here for shipment 
by pack train, and more machinery, to- 
gether with an electric plant, will be 
sent on later by way of the Skeena. 
Five companies are to work there 
this summer, and 200 men will 
he -employed. They have water 
in abundance. The supply will be from 
the Ciermanson lake, which is twelve 
miles long and one mile wide. Appli- 
cation has been made for a post oflice to 
be established at Dunkell, a village in 
that vicinity. Largo sums have been 
realized by miners since 1872, but the 
country ia aa yet unsurveyed. If they 
were within reasonable distance of a 
railway many companies would be 
organized. At present the expense of 
transporting fcod and machinery is 
enormous. The distance is 350 miles 
iroin Quesnelle Mouth.

POPULISM IN THE 



LEGISLATURE 



Governor Morrill, of Kansas, in li is 
inaugural message described the el 
in two years of populistie experiments 
in legislation on that State. Among 
other things he said that they had 
driven twelve millions of dollars out of 
the atate, and would have driven more 
if more could have been collected. 
Arguing from the light which euch 
bitter experience gave, he made the 
strongest kind of a protest against any 
more psuedb reforms, and advised a 
speedy return to the methods which, 
whatever their weakness may be, are 
those which long usage has made a part 
and parcel of the business of mankind. 
Probably no part ot the world ever 
Buffered in a pecuniary sense as much in 
the same length ot time as Kansas did 
from tho vagaries of populism. For two 
years the state was in the hands of 
men with no business experience, who 
having no affairs of their own of any 
magnitude to engross their attention, 
conceived tho idea that the whole world 
had gone wrong, and that they were 
" born to sot it right." 

We observe signa of the mildew of 
populism in tho British Colum- 
bia legislature. It is exhibited by 
attempts to engraft new and unusual 
conditions upon legislation affecting 
business. One example is the amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Macpherson to 
the bill to incorporate the Cassiar Cen- 
tral railway, by which the company is 
to be asked to put up a bond, to be for- 
ieiteil in case they fail to begin the road 
in the time expresst-d in the charter. 
The amount of the proposed bond is not 
large, only $3,000, but it is the principle 
that is objectionable, It would be just 
as objectionable if the amount were only 
$1. Cassiar is almost an undis- 
covered country. It has been pros- 
pected to a some extent, and consider- 
able placer gold has been taken out. 
The very little examination that has 
been made to discover auriferous quartz 
has resulted in some good (hide, with 
the promise that the vast field yet to be 
investigated will yield highly valuable 
results. There are areas, aggregating on 
the whole many thousands of acres, that 
iire lit for colonization. Cassiar may 
become the seat of great industrial ac- 
tivity ; but it is a long distance from any 
centre of population : it in far removed 
from any monetary centre ; its possibili- 
ties are only imperfectly understood and 
by only a very few people. Its early dc 
velopment is greatly to bo desired, for it 
would mean very much to the Coast 
cities and the whole Province, even if it 
should lie confined to those localities now 
known to be worth opening up. Such 
development is practically impossible 
without a railway. We are not chain 
pinning tho scheme of tho Cassiar Cen- 
tral Company in preference to any 
other. We do not care, for the 
purposes of this argument, wheth 
er it is better or worse than 
any other scheme. All we 
know is that some enterprising men be- 
lieve that if given a charter they can get 
the necessary capital to build the road. 
Perhaps they will find themselves mis- 
taken ; perhaps they will not. There 
are grave obstacles to be overcome, the 
nature of which will be gathered from 
the references made above to the district. 
As if these were not serious enough of 
themselves, Mr. Macpherson wishes to 
interpose a legislative obstacle. He 
wishes to hang out a yellow ilag in the 
shape of a demand for a forfeit, so that 
all men of enterprise will steer clear of 



Cassiar railway enterprises. But the 
amendment means more than this, for 
what is fair to one must surely be fair to 
the other, and it one railway company is 
to be required to proceed at its peril, 
presumably the same thine will be ex- 
acted of every other railway company. 
We protest that it is outrageous to pro- 
pose a line of policy which means no- 
thing more nor less than putting the 
province in financial quarantine for an 
unlimited period. We cannot believe 
even a small minority of the British 
Columbia legislature can bo found ready 
to endorse this populistie vagary. 

Another proposition that was highly 
objectionable and was tainted through 
and through with populistie inildow was 
Mr. Kennedy's insurance bill, which tho 
house in committee yesterday refused to 
pass. To remedy a grievance, which is 
argely imaginary, this bill proposed to 
put a burden upon every honest policy 
holder in the Province, for the new risk 
would be met by the imposition of now 
premiums. There is a steady cry going 
up for cheaper money; Mr. Kennedy 
proposed to answer it by giving dearer 
insurance. We cannot think that Mr. 
Kennedy and those who voted 
with him really appreciated the 
ravity and danger ot the measure 
for they themselves are all personally 
louest men, who would shrink from 
fraud as from a pestilence. 15ut it is a 
principle that a man is presumed to in- 
tend the consequences of liis acts, and if 
a majority of members ot the British 
Columbia legislature, after due warning, 
had opened such a door for fraud as that 
contained in Mr, Kennedy's bill, they 
would have had no reason to complain if 
they had been held to have intended to 
give dishonest men, either by collusion 
or otherw ise, an opportunity to rob the 
foreign stockholders of insurance com- 
panies. It was urged that the companies 
have no right to take premiums for risks 
that they do not run. We grant this. 
If a company takes a risk of $1,000 on a 
piece of property it takes the risk of 
ot having to pay $1,000 in the event of 
tho property insured being destroyed by 
lire and being worth that much at tho 
time. This is all the risk the company 
takes and all the insured is paying for. 
If the risk assumed was to pay $1,000 
whether the property was worth it or 
not, tho company, if it took the riBk at 
all,, would simply charge a bigger prem- 
ium. Mr. Kennedy's' bill was unwise 
from a business point of view. It intro- 
exhibition on the mover's part of one of 
the vagaries of populism, that you can 
duction was, unconsciously no doubt, an 
supply the lack of ordinary common 
sense and old-fashioned honesty by pass- 
ing a statute.

deavoring to persuade merchants and 
other business men to aid the govern- 
ment in collecting tho desired informa- 
tion.' 



In tub Colonist of March t appeared 
an article in which the Dyson Gibson 
Company's baking powder was referred 
to as poisonous, and as one which should 
not be used. The article was an adver 
tisement, was used in the regular course 
of advertising and presumably so under- 
stood by every one who read it. Such a 
statement ought not tohave appeared and 
we regret its publication, more especially 
as the " White Star Baking Powder," 
which tho Dyson Gibson Company 
manufacture, has a deservedly high 
reputation in this Province. The state- 
ment made in the Colonist of March -1 
waB not based upon any investigation 
made by this paper, but was tho adver- 
tisement of a rival baking powder com- 
pany, and the comparisons made with 
the powders ot other companies were in 
no sense ours. 



The Canadian Minor says that many 
ot the Rossland mining companies plead 
lack ot shipping facilities as the reason 
for the slow development of their mines 
and claim that the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway will help them out. Any Trail 
Creek mining proposition that protesseB 
to be awaiting that railway to enable it 
to get its ores to a smelter is a fraud, a 
delusion and a snare, tt there is any 
such the Miner ought to name it, in 
order that every newspaper in British 
Columbia may show up the rascality. 



TIIOSE COMMERCIAL STATISTICS. 

No one will be at all surprised at the 
attitude taken by the Times in regard to 
the collection of commercial statistics by 
the provincial government. Though ad- 
mitting that it : s desirable to have such 
statistics available and though express- 
ing a hope that tho government will be 
successful in collecting them, the even- 
ing paper suggests to merchants that it 
may not be advisable to place their pri- 
vate affiirs in the hands of t he govern- 
ment. The suggestion is put in the form 
of an expression of fear that merchants 
may take that position. No doubt the 
limes is disturbed in its equanimity, not 
to say somnolency, by this harrowing 
thought. 

The Times also feels called upon to 
raise a question as to the purposes for 
which the statistics are desired. We 
are not aware that there has been any 
secret made on this point. On the con- 
trary it is very generally known that tho 
provincial government wishes to ascer- 
tain just what the relations of thiB prov- 
ince to the federal revenue are. We 
know the relation of the province to the 
federal expenditure. This can be gath- 
ered from the public accounts of Can- 
ada; but it is impossible to obtain from 
any official data full information as to 
the amount the Province pays in taxes 
to the general government. Day after 
day British Columbia is charged 
in the Eastern press with bring 
anxious to fatten upon the 
bounty ot Ontario. It is time a 
conclusive answer was given to this ut- 
terly misleading statement. Other pro- 
vinces have before now gone to Ottawa 
with claims for consideration and British 
Columbia may also go. It is therefore 
of the greatest importance that any ap- 
plication made on behalf of the Province 
should he strengthened by the strongest 
possible presentation of the facts as they 
actually exist; but even if it were de- 
sired for no otlnr reason than to put the 
Province right in the eyes of the wholj 
Dominion, as bearing itB full share and 
more of the public burden, the informa- 
tion ought to be cheerfully given. 

The Times inclines to the opinion that 
the information is sought for the pur- 
pose of strengthening a demand for aid 
to railway construction. It is a little 
strange that our contemporary did not 
go further and declare what attitude it 
will take in the eventjof such a demand 
being made. We assume that the Times 
claims to have some influence at Ottawa, 
and it would therefore have gratified 
some people by giving an assurance that 
inasmuch as " there is a grand total in 
excess of several million dollars of the 
Dominion grants for all purposes in the 
Province," its be3t efforts will be put 
forward to secure aid of the character 
mentioned.

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

How many M's.P.P., who' grow warm 
over the rights of labor to vote p. gainst 
the employment of Chinese, rernae to 
employ Chinese themselves? 

Mr. Semlin propounded rather an 
amazing idea when he told Mr. Kellie 
that as he (Kellie) had voted for the 
second reading of a bill ho was com- 
mitted to the principle involved. A 
vote for anything in a parliamentary 
body binds a member to nothing. He 
may vote one way one minute and an- 
other way the next. Surely Mr. Semlin 
knows this and he must simply have been 
trying to put the member from Koot- 
enay in a hole. 

Mr. Kennedy admitted that one rea- 
son for introducing hia insurance bill 
was that people will not read the condi- 
tions of their policies.

Or how would it do to have a sort of lay 
reader appointed to go around the coun- 
try and read the policies to people who 
hold them ! How would it do to pass a 
general statute declaring that all man 
kind shall have sense enougli to go in 
the house when it rains? Let us have 
plenty of paternal legislation. The 
Anglo-Saxon, of whose glories Mr. For 
ster loves to orate, has never been 
brought up on legislative pap. He 1 
never had paternal legislators to provide 
substitutes for ordinary, common sense ; 
but we suppose times have changed. 

It was an odd motion that sealed the 
fate of Mr. Kennedy's bill, and it would 
not be difficult to improve the practice of 
the legislature in that respect. In the 
New Brunswick legislature, where the 
rules are the result of more than a cen- 
tury's experience, the first test vote on a 
bill always comes in committee of the 
whole and on a motion to read the hill 
section by section, which is always put 
by the chairman. It, utter the principle 
of a bill has been affirmed on this vote, 
objections are discovered or for any 
other reason opponents ot the bill think 
they can kill it, they do so by directing 
the chairman to report progress without 
asking leave to sit again, or by postpon- 
ing further consideration for some long 
period, such as six months.

Fnprecedentedly extensive are the 
preparations now being made for ex- 
porting this .'ear's salmon pack to the 
English markets. Never before in the 
history of the industry has such pre- 
liminary work been done. Indeed, some 
shippers are weighing in their minds 
the prudence of the steps they linve 
taken in view of the possibility of 
gathering together a quantity of ton- 
nage for a product of unknown dimen- 
sions to engage it, even though present 
rates are very reasonable. The num- 
ber of new canneries which will be in 
operation this year has offered encourage 
ment to shippers, and they have been 
prompted to prepare for a large pact, 
despite the possibilities of a poor season 
A fleet of eight vessels was published in 
the Colonist a few days ago 
having been chartered for the English 
salmon service, but this tonnage has 
since been increased by a vessel of 1,503 
tons— the Swedish ship Lady Lina now 
on her way from Australia to load on 
account of Robert Ward A Co. The 
total tonnage of the nine vessels is 12,- 
298 'ons, and allowing the ordinary es- 
timate to be made the carrying capacity 
of the fleet would be one and a half 
times this amount. Reckoning 30 cases 
of salmon to the ton — the standard esti- 
mate — the fleet will be able to load in 
the neighborhood of. 553,-110 cases, a 
greater quantity oi salmon than was 
shipped by water in 1800, which was 
considered an exceptionally successful 
year. It is yet early for more vessels to 
be added to the fleet of '117, but taking 
the 553, -110 cases at .|5 per case the re- 
turn to the province from its salmon 
fisheries alone is expected to exceed 
twenty-seven hundred thousand dollars, 
making no allowance for what is gener- 
ally Bhipped by rail and to the islands of 
the Southern Pacific.

No one in the lumber 
business in Victoria appears to have 
heard of the large order referred to al- 
though all consider that the wants of 
Japan are enormous, The steamship 
Eva is now at Moodyville loading, but 
she is the most recent charter for Japan.

HEARD IN THE HOTELS. 

"It may seem strange," Enid Mr. D. 

, Ker of the Brackman & Ker Milling 
Co., yesterday, "but hay and straw are 
now being shipped into Saanich and 
other agricultural districts almost every 
day. This Btate of things has been 
brought about by tho fact that the hay 
crop this year was somewhat smaller 
than usual and that cattlemen l ad to 
start feeding their stock earlier last fall 
than ordinarily, owing to the weather. 
Although the crop of hay per aero was 
mite up to the average, a smaller acre- 
age was sown to hay owing to the fact 
that large tracts- of meadows wore 
broken up and oats and other grains 
grown instead. As a result wo have not 
had to import a single pound of oats this 
year, a thing that I have never known 
to happen in any other year since I have 
been in business — in fact I think this is 
tho first time it has happened in the his- 
tory of tho province. 

" Cattle men up country are in a par- 
ticularly bad way, and it is stated that 
unless a thaw sets in fully fifty per cent, 
of the cattle will be dead from starva- 
tion. Hardly a rancher has a ton of 
feed left, owing to the exceptionally long 
spell oi cold weather and heavy snow- 
fall. 

Mr. Allan Cameron, district freight 
agent of the C.P.R., in a discussion of 
the rales on cattle to the coast and the 
ootenay towns, which ho recently had 
with tho hoard of trade of Kamloops, 
promised to make a specially low emer- 
gency rate on hay for the benefit of the 
attlo men whose stocks are dying of 
starvation.

Mr. Helmcken, with the consent of 
the house, then withdrew the resolu- 
tion.. 

Mr. McGregor asked the Attorney-

the Supreme court re the Coal Mines 
Initiation i.ct? 

•Hon. D. M. Eberts replied : 

The government intend to appear and 
contend in favor of the constitutionality 
of the act. 

.Mr. Irving asked the Attorney-Gen- 
eral — Has the Dominion government 
any jurisdiction as to fishery matters in 
the inland waters and non-navigable 
streams of this province, and do the 
lishery regulations for British Columbia, 
unless enacted ay the Dominion parlia- 
ment apply to the above mentioned 
waters of this province? 

Hon. ]). M. Eberts replied : 

The whole question is now before the 
Privy Council on appeal from the Su- 
preme Court of Canada. 

Mr. Booth moved the second reading 
of the Rural Liquor License bill to make 
more detinite the regulations to be com- 
plied with in applying for a license in 
ru^al municipalities. 

The bill was road a second time. 

FIRE INSURANCE POLICIES. 

The house went into committco of the 
whole on Mr. Kennedy's Fire Insurance 
Pol icy Amendment bill. Mr. Porster in 
the chair. 

Mr. Rithet spoke in opposition to the 
bill and a discussion followed on the 
same lines as during the second reading 
on the previous day. 

The bill read: 

"If any fire insurance company 
through an agent or otherwise, issues a 
policy on a building, or on machinery or 
fixtures, and continues froin time to 
time to accept the premium on such 
policy, the said lire insurance company, 
In the event of the destruction by fire of 
such building, machinery or fixtures, 
shall notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in the 'Fire Insurance Policy 
Act, 1893,' or amendments thereto, pay 
the full amount of such policy, unless 
fraudulent mis-statements by the insur- 
ed, the truth of which the company, or 
its agent, had no means of verifying, 
can be shown by the company." 

After some discussion Mr, Williams 
moved to amend the section to the elleet 
that if after a lire the value of the prop- 
erty destroyed did not represent the 
amount of the policy on which tho pre- 
mium was paid, the company on the ad- 
justment of the loss if the fraud was 
proven should refund the difference be- 
tween the premium that they actually 
received and the premium that would 
have been paid on the actual value of 
the property. 

This amendment did not meet with 
favor from either the friends or oppon- 
ents of the bill and it was loBt. 

Mr. Kellie moved that section 2 be 
struck out. As clause 2 practically com- 
posed the bill this would have killed it 
•altogether. This motion was lost, but 
the bill was killed immediately after by 
the committee agreeing to tho motion by 
Mr. Rithet, to rise without reporting, 

CHINESE LABORERS. 

Mr. Adams moved the second reading 
of hie " Chinese Laborer's Bill," which 
in effect prohibits persons obtaining 
privileges in privato bills passed by the 
house from employing Chinese on their 
works. There were a great many people 
now coming into the province, he argued, 
and the passage of his bill would have 
the effect of giving any employment 
available to the white man. 

Dr. Walkeui supported the bill briefly. 

Hon. C. .10. 1'ooley, in opposing the 
bill, said it was very illiberal and would 
haven bad effect upon the province. It 
there was no money in the province, how 
were the very men who it was sought to 
protect to get work. Let it be known 
that capital was going to be hampered 
by such a bill and it. would hurt the very 
people in the way ho mentioned. 

Mr. Foster maintained that it was a 
worn-out idea that the coming of Chi- 
neBO to the province was necessary to its 
development. He considered that the 
best interests of the province would be 
conserved by keeping out not only Chi- 
nese, but Japanese as well. The employ- 
ment of Chinese might result for a 
while in the benefit of the employer 
of labor, but it would only 'be 
a question of a few years when 
the Chinese would themselves oust the 
white employers of labor. Ho was sure 
that the Imperial Government would 
not interfere if wo kept out Chinese and 
Japs nltncrether, for it was to the advan- 
tage to the future greatness of the Em» 
pire that a white population should he 
bnilt bp on this const. Ho held too that 
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this country, and the people of to-day 
ought to care for the future of the race. 

Mr. Kellie not only expressed his own 
opinion but that of 20,000 people in 
Kootenav, when he said that tiie passage 
of this bill would meet, with universal 
approval. It was not (air to place white 
uiea in com petition with Chinese who 
could live on 10 cents a day aa well as a 
white man could on 75 cents or a dollar. 

Mr. Kennedy for once agreed with the 
member from Northwest Kootenay, and 
supported the bill along the same lines. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley, in explanation, said 
he never advocated the introduction of 
Chinese and honorable gentlemen had 
been systematically misquoting him. 
What he did say was that the passage 
of a bill of this kind would tend to pre- 
vent the introduction of capital into the 
province 

The second reading was cr.rried on 
division by 21 to 8. 

MUXK.-IJPJM. MATTERS. 

Mr. Rithet presented a petition from 
the local Council of Women asking that 
provision be made in the municipal act 
giving municipalities power to have a 
curfew bell for children. 

This was referred to tho special com 
mittee on the municipal bill amend 
ments. 

The Attorney-Ger.eral moved that a 
coin mittee -com posed of Messrs. Booth. 
Helmcken, McGregor, Sword and Kidd 
be n special committee to whom should 
be referred rbe municipal elections act 
amendment una other matters referring 
to t he municipal act. 

This was carried. 

THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 

Dr. Walkem continued the debate on 
Mr. Cotton's motion that the govern 
merit should take into consideration the 
Tor re ns system of land registration, and 
of doing away with the mortgage tax. 

Mr. Williams wa - in" favor of the reso- 
lution following on the lines used by 
Mr. Cotton the other day. 

Hon. Mr. Turner in moving the ad- 
journment of the debate remarked in 
reply to Mr. "Williams that the cost of 
the introduction of the Torrens svstem 
would he very great. The resolution 
spoke of relieving the farmer, but said 
not n word about the business men. 
The then member from Vancouver (Mr. 
Cotton j had claimed that ttie farmer 
was so handicapped by the mortgage tax 
that he could not compete with tho 
farmers on the United States side, hut 
it was absurd to say that by having to 
pay (3 or $4 a year a farmer had hie 
business ruined. The real trouble »as 
that people had borrowed too freely 
and he was not suro that if 
money were harder to borrow it 
would not be a good thing in a measure. 
The Premier pointed out that if the per- 
sonal tax; were done away with some 
other tax would have to be imposed and 
he did not think that the farmer would 
swallow this resolution. Tho farmers 
asked for bread, and here was Mr. Cotton 
offering to relieve them by giving them 
a stono in the shape of the Torrens Act. 

The debate was then adjourned and 
the house adjourned.

"De.uc Sin :— About Blxtcen (16) yvars 
ago, wli.Ou the frost went down Vo 'zero, 
I was nt Leicester, without empVoif rnent, 
living on one shilling and sixpence per 
week ; and being very much agaiijBt 
asking for relief I was tempted to, and 
did, take from shops two (2) or three (3) 
Bma.il loaves of bread, rmd one (1) small 
piece of bacon; to help nature preserve 
my life. Since that time I have wished 
many times to make compensation to 
those from whom I took the articles, 
but could not see how I could carry that 
out. At last I have decided to send the 
one (1) dollar bill to you, leaving it to 
vour judgment as to the disposal of the 
same and trusting that God will forgive 
me, and accept my oiler therefor. 

"Now, dear sir, not wishing to give 
my name, how shall I know that this is 
received and accepted? There seems to 
me to be only one way, and that is if you 
communicate the matter to any news- 
paper, and it is printed, that you will 
have the great kindness to mail a marked 
copy to the 'Colonist' newspaper of this

The Post editorially comments on the 
above letter as follows: 

The "short and simple annals of the 
poor " contain many inexpressibly touch- 
ing passages. But there are few more 
pathetic than the one embodied in tho 
probably unique confession which has 
reached the mayor of Leicester this week 
from some anonymous correspondent in 
Camilla. Sixteen years ago he seems to 
have been one of the most necessitous 
and poverty stricken "out-of-works" in 
our own borough. That the poor fel- 
low was really reduced to desperate 
straits in order to maintain a terribly 
unequal battle against grim and gaunt 
want is evident from tho two circum- 
stances which are still indelibly im- 
pressed in his memory. One is that 
this unfortunate victim of compulsory 
idleness bud to attempt the task of mak- 
ing ends meet on a pitiful eighteenpence 
a week. Another is that finding it im- 
possible to overcome his rooted dislike 
to ask for relief, ho was driven to steal 
the necessaries of life; hut only , he ex- 
plains, to the extent of tho two or three 
small loaves and the piece of bacon 
needed to keep body and soul together in 
a brief but acute emergency. Many 
would have long ago forgotten the inci- 
dent altogether, or recalled it only to 
realize that the trifling breach of the 
law must have been more than justified 
hy the irresistible pangs of hunger. But 
the conscience of the unfortunate man 
has been cast in a tenderer and finer 
mould than this. The consequence 
that though no less than sixteen years 
have passed away since the sadly 
memorable incident, it has never allowed 
the victim of our hard times to rest, and 
has at last impelled him to make some 
restitution for the wrong to which he 
was driven by the direst need. The com- 
pensation has taken the form of the dol- 
lar bill, which has now reached the 
major and which he has very judiciously 
transferred to the Unemployed fund — to 
the fund designed to help the poor fel 
lows, who, like this honest and conscien- 
tious Canadian, have found it increas- 
ingly difficult to keep the "wolf from the 
door," Now, however, that he has for- 
warded his small contribution by way of 
"conscience money," there can be only a 
single conviction. It ia that he himself 
will benefit even mure by tho restitution 
than its eventual recipient, and that he 
conspicuously deserves to be safeguarded 
against any renewal of the bitter pinch 
of poverty until bis dying day. 



ALDERMAN IC QUALIFICATIONS.

Helmcken, as being invidious and an- 
nerossary. 

The qualifications of primary impor- 
tance are business intelligence, a clear, 
reasoning mind, and a knowledge gained 
by experience of local requirements. No 
amount of real estate, whether acquired 
or inherited, gives any evidence of these 
necessary qualifications, and, indeed, 
too often the reverse, for a narrow- 
minded man will Btudy his own inter- 
ests, aB he sees them, before tho public 
good or progreEsof the city. 

I would, therefore, support your cor- 
respondent in the abolition of the vex- 
atious and discriminating real estate 
qualification, and require the candidate 
to he simply a British -subjeetand a resi- 
dent ratepayer of not less than three 
years standing, to ensure the requisite 
iocal knowledge and experience.

It was not a verv large meeting and 
the ladies formed the great bulk of the 
audience, but the Mayor was supported 
on the platform by the Lieut. -Governor, 
Hon. J. II. Turner, Bishop Perrin, 
Bishop Cridge, Hon. Col. Baker and 
Hon. E. G. Prior, M.P., while in the 
audience were Sir Henry Crease, Dr. 
llanington, Rev. Dr. Wilson, Ven. 
Archdeacon Scrivon, Rev. Canon Padden 
and a number of other well known citi- 
zens. The Mayor, for the benefit of 
those present, went over the objects of 
the order which it is proposed to es- 
tablish to supply competent nurses in 
the sparsely populated districts of the 
country, and for which a fund of $1,000,- 
000 was to be raised throughout Canada. 

The first resolution was moved by 
Lieut. -Governor Dewdney and seconded 
by Bishop Perrin as follows: 
j " That this meeting heartilv approves 
j of the general character of the scheme 
[ described as the Victorian Order of 
j Home Helpers as a mode of commemor- 
i ation by the Dominion of the Queen's 
! Diamond Jubilee, and thr.t a fund be 
i opened for the carrying out thereof." 
I The million dollars required, he said, 
| seemed a large sum, but though it was 
! an ambitious effort, His Honor believed 
I it could he accomplished. He knew how 
\ the lonely settlers in the Northwest. and 
I in the sparsely settled portions of Brit- 
I ish Columbia, for that matter, would 
appreciate these helpers. 

Granted that there were extreme 
difficulties to bo overcome and that the 
j undertaking was a large one with only a 
| crude idea as yet as to how it was pro- 
posed to carry it out, Bishop Perrin had 
faith in it and accordingly said that he 
was a cordial seconder to the motion. 

Hon. Col. Baker who had lived in the 
desolate parts of the Rockies far from 
settlements knew from experience what 
an inestimsblo blessing these helpers 
would be to the settlers especially to the 
women and consequently he hoped that 
while this country was justly celebrated 
for its precious metals it might be .yet 
more celebrated for that most precious 
jewel— Charity. 

A suggestion came from Dr. llaning- 
ton at this point in the proceedings that 
a better scheme might be to raise the 
million dollars through Canada for clear- 
ing off the debt on the hospitals on the 
line of the scheme brought forward by 
the Prince of Wales in Loudon. 

Nobody xas more ready to help the 
hospital than Sir Henry Crease, but at 
tire same time he thought that a general 
Dominion scheme of Home Helpers was 
more appropiiate for the jubilee cele- 
bration . 

Dr. Hanington had the support of Mr. 
Alexander Wilson in his wish to help 
the hospital but Bishop Cridge having 
weighed the different opinions emphatic- 
ally favored Lady Aberdeen's proposal. 
It was not a new idea either Mrs. Senile 
explained but had been first brought to 
the attention of the Women's Council a 
year ago. 

The motion was accordingly put and 
carried unanimously. 

A second resolution was moved bv 
Hon. E. G. Prior, M. P., to the effect 
that a central committee be appointed 
to arrange plans for raising the funds 
necee-ary for carrying out the scheme 
just adopted. Doctors were all very well, 
but when it came to nursing he would 
very much rather have a woman niirBe 
than a medical student to tend him. 

The Premier cordially approved of 



both resolutions and wbb very pleased to 
second that moved by Col . Prior. The 
scheme proposed was singularly appro- 
priate to Her Majesty's reign the Pre- 
mier felt because it was while she was 
on the throne that Florence Night- 
ingale began her glorious work and in- 
deed he believed that never before had 
Great Britain sent out nurses with her 
army. 

The motion having been carried the 
committee was formed as follows: The 
Lieut. -Governor, the Mayor, Bishop 
Perrin, Bishop Cridge, Bishop Lem- 
mens, Rev, Messra. Clay, Cleaver, Mc- 
Ewan and Harris; Chief Justice Davie, 
Sir Henry Crease, Dr. Davie, Dr. Jones, 
Hon. D. W.Higgins, Hon. J. H. Tur- 
ner, Col. Baker, Hon. E. G. Prior, M.P, ; 
Thomas Earle, M.P. ; Senators Macdon- 
ald and Mclnnes ; Messrs. A. A. Wilson, 
W. McKay, W. H. Ellis, William Tem- 
rtlemsn, A. EL Scaife, Mrs. Dewdney, 
Mrs. Redfern, Mrs. Earle, Mrs. Prior, 
Mrs. Baker and the executive) of the 
Local Council of Women, Mrs. Turner, 
Mrs. Higgins, Mrs, Flumerfelt, Mrs. 
McQuade, Mrs. W. Grant, Mrs. Jenkins, 
L.uiy Crease, with power to add to their 
number. 

This being all the business to be dis- 
posed of for the present, the meeting ad- 
journed after the Mayor had explained 
that a public meeting to be called later 
for a local celebration of the diamond 
jubilee must not be considered as in- 
tended to inter''ire with the Home 
Helpers scheme.

Mr. James Dunsmuir returned yester- 
day from a short business trip to San 
Francisco, lie brought back with him 
a gold brick, valued at $520.40, the re- 
sult of crushing fourteen tons of ore at 
the Consolidated Alberni mill. This 
total docs not include the gold held in 
the sulphurets, which will net about J*o0 
per ton of ore. The amalgam was re- 
lined by Thos, Price & Sons of San 
Francisco, and the result cannot be 
otherwise than highly gratifying as it 
proves conclusively the great value of 
Consolidated Alberni ore. A shipment 
of eight tons went forward the other day 
per steamer Wellington consigned 
i.) the Messrs. Price. This will 
'be thoroughly tested by them and 
a report made as to average value 
of the free milling ore and the sul- 
phurets, and also aa to the best charac- 
ter of stamp mill suitable for treating 
tho ore. This determined a twenty 
stamp mill will be erected at the mine, 
and gold bricks will be common from the 
Mineral Hill section of Alberni distric. 

At tho present time over a dozen men 
are at work sinking a shaft from the sur- 
face of the tunnel at the 70-foot level. 
This shaft will be sunk 100 feet and 
drifts run from that level. This 
will demonstrate the continuity 
of the ore body, and there 
iB little question regarding the 
result, as the vein is a true llssure. A 
telegram received yesterday from the 
mine stated that the ore at a depth of 
live feet in the new shaft, or seventy- five 
feet from the surface, was still of the 
same rich free KQ-ld character as that 
found near the surface, 

The result of this trial run of fourteen 
tons should induce the owners of the 
surrounding claims to at orce begin the 
development of their properties, for 
equally as good Burface sliowinsza are 
found in many oi them. The Alberni 
ledge has been traced through the War- 
spite and Last Dollar chums.

New Yohk, March 18. — The steamer 
Ville de St. Nazaire, belonging to the 
French line to the West Indies, which 
sailed from New York March G for Port 
au Prince, Mayaguez, etc., with eighty 
persons on board, has been loBt. She 
was a bark-rigged screw Bteamer of 2,0-10 
tons register. 

The schooner Hilda, which plies along 
the coaBt between Perth Auiboy and 
Savannah, came into port bearing with 
her a story horrible even in the annalB 
of the Atlantic ocean. She carried in 
her cabin four passengers whom she had 
picked up in a boat on Monday, ten 
miles off shore. Capt. Reims, Bkipper of 
tho Hilda, lirst sighted the boat. A 
boat was lowered, and the chief mate 
and four seamen jumped into it and 
rowed to the helpless craft. Four starv- 
ing, half-idiotic men and four corpses 
were found in tho boat. 

The survivors were taken on board the 
Hilda, but all they could tell was that 
the Ville de St. Nazaire had somehow 
been wrecked or abandoned and that 
these four men were the survivors of 
those who had taken to the boats, but 
how many were dead, and how many 
living remained untold until midnight 
Tuesday, when Captain Berry, masterof 
the wrecked vessel, the first to recover, 
was able to gasp out some words of his 
story : 

" Eight— there were more than eight; 
there were thirty-seven souls on that 
boat when we ' abandoned the St. 
Naicairre. Of all these men and women 
we four are the only ones left alive. 
The others starved or froze where they 
sat. They died in all ways. They sank, 
dropped off one one one, except where 
they went mad and then some jumped 
into the sea and ended in that way. 

"The men were quiet until they saw 
the women die; then they seemed all at 
once to get raving, stark mad. All are 
here now. One, my comrade, Dr. Maire, 
Stanta, our engineer, and Tagardi, the 
first mate. That's all I can tell now." 
But with the hours the old man gradu- 
ally grew stronger and able to talk with 
something like coherency and clearness. 
Dr. Maire, too, recovered his speech and 
strength enough to talk. 

The Allan liner Carthaginian arrived 
this morning from Glasgow with the res- 
cued crew of the Wilson line steamer 
Rialto, which took lire and was aban- 
doned on March 5th in latitude 51 :23, 
ongitude 2$ :io. The Rialto was hound 
from Newcastle to this port, loaded with 
a general cargo, including a quantity of 
chemicals. She left port on February 
21, experienced strong westerly gales, 
gradually increasing in violence until 
March 3] when a veritable hurricane was 
blowing. 

At six o'clock in the morning a ter- 
rific explosion in the forehold blew the 
hatch covers into tno air, killing one 
seamen and injuring the first mate. 
Dense columns of thick yellow smoke 
poured out of the open hatch and a 
choking, penetrating odor pervaded the 
ship. The crew were at once called to 
fire quarters, hose was stretched and the 
pumps started. It was necessary to 
batten down the hatch to prevent the 
fire having full vent. 

Meanwhile the ship was wallowing in 
monntainotiB seas, occasionally being 
buried under a giant comber. The life- 
boats were smashed by the seaa, and the 
cre'vv saw death Btering tuem in the face. 
All hands worked desperately, but in 
spite of all efforts the lire seemed to gain 
headway steadily. 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon the Car- 
thaginian was sighted. In reply to sig- 
nals she promised to stand by until the 
weather moderated sufficiently to permit 
tho boats to be lowered. Tho Rialto 
men did not relax their elforts to subdue 
the lire, but the fire steadily creot fur- 
ther into tha cargo, and the decks and 
plates grew hotter and hotter. 

For forty hours, or until early on the 
morning of tho fifth, the Allan liner 
stood by, when tho weather moderated 
enough to make it possible for a lifeboat 
to live. Ab the Rialto's boats were all 
gone Captain France, of the Carthagin- 
ian, ordered their own boats manned, 
and after a great struggle the entire crew 
were taken oil' without any mishap. 

Captain Rippeth said that when aban- 
doned the Rialto's plates seemed to be 
gaping and fifteen feet of water was in 
the main hold, so that sinking was only 
a matter of a few hours. The rescued 
crew saved none of their effects. The 
Rialto was built in 1878 in Hull, Eng- 
land ; was ,'UO feet long and 1,7'.) ( J tons
